AMATEURS INVITED TO 

MAKE OWN TELESCOPES 

It is possible for an amateur 
astronomer, with a little learning 
and a good * book, to make a 
telescope for $100 almost as 
useful ns the huge telescope at 
the David Dunlap observatory at 
Richmond Hilt, according to Dr. 
R. K. Young of the University of 
Toronto. Dr. Young works on the 
observatory staff at Richmond 
Hill. A telescope there which he 
himself made for $1,500 is used 
almost as much as the big one. 
Amateur observers are very 
helpful to the progress of knowl- 
edge on astronomy, according to 
Dr. Young.
